NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on the 2ist, three-fourths of 
the session was devoted to speech- making. The 
concurrent resolution for the holiday recess 
was agreed to. A joint resolution was intro- 
duced by Mr. McPherson (dem., N. C.) direct- 
ing the secretary of the treasury to suspend all 
purchases of silver bullion under the Sherman 
act of July 14, 1890. Several bills gf ‘minor im- 
portance were taken from the calendar and 
pasesed...... In the house, there being no 
quorum present, no business was transacted. 

In the senate, on the 221,a number of peti- 
tions were presented asking postponement of 
the anti-option bill. The bill to suppress and 
prohibit immigration for one year from the lst 
of March, 1883, was reported back with amend- 
ments. Senate bill to amend existing laws 
relating to mineral lands and mining resources 
was passed. Tho McGarraban bill was again 
taken up, but went over without action, and 
the anti-option bill was taken up, Mr. Pcffer 
continuing his speech. After a short executive 
session the senate adjourned until January 4 
....-.In the house, there being no quorum pres- 
ent, adjournment until January 4 was taken. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

INQUIRIES of members of the Italian 
legation in Washington elicit the reply 
that there is no truth in the statement 
published in one of the Italian news- 
papers in New York that Baron Fava, 
the Italian minister to the United 
States, has been transferred to Lisbon. 

On the 22d Secretary of the Treasury 
Foster said that the Snancial flurry 
seemed to have passed. Out of the $11,- 
000,000 gold exported the treasury had 
sustained a net loss of $3,000,000, which 
would be, he thought, replaced before 
the first of the new year. 

NEwsPAPERS in the City of Mexico 
urge that the Washington government 
should, in compliance with the laws of 
courtesy, take effective steps to stop 
the inroads of border marauders, who 
cross into Mexico where they kill, rob 
and burn. 

Epwarp Bess, an evangelist, stood 
at his open window in Helena, Mont., 
and prayed to the Lord to curse and 
destroy his neighbor with cholera and 
smallpox. He was arrested and fined 
$10 and costs for disorderly conduct. 
He appealed tothe county judge, but 
his appeal was dismissed. : 

On the 23d J. M. Fisk, a djrector of 
the American exchange bank of New 
York, died suddenly at the office of the 
president of thet institution. 

SuRGEON-GENERAL WyMAwn of the 
Marine hospital service is quoted as 
saying that:there are two factors which 
render the situation with regard to 
cholera serious. One is the appearance 
of fresh cases of the ‘disease in Ham- 
burg, and the other is the continued 
prevalence of the disease in Russia. 

On the 23d it was reported from Lon- 
don that Mrs. Langtry had suffered a 
relapse and was again seriously ill. 

On the 2th Judge Ross, of Bis- 
marck, N. D., decided the famous Selz 
precinct controversy case against the 
board of canvassers, who refused to 
canvass the returns. Itis held that the 
board has no judicial authority, and 
must simply canvass all returns on 
their face. This gives the fusionists 
all three electors in North Dakota.

Business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the seven days 
ended on the 22d numbered for the 
United States 233, and for Canada 108, a 
total of 341, as compared with 304 for 
the previous week, and 297 for the cor- 
responding week of last year.

An{Undetected Murder Prevents a Colored

publically confessing himself a mur- 
derer. Williams is a colored man 25 
years old, and was recently converted.

I did this because I was 
in love with the woman myself.”

He is one of the most in- 
telligent men in his tribe and high in 
the councils of the chiefs. He says the 
Indians are becoming apprehensive of 
so many white men passing over the 
reservation.

Juan for themselves and say 
the white men must keep off their 
land. 

Capt. B. N. Wetherhill, one of the 
oldest settlers in the valley, and well 
acquainted with the Indians and their 
customs, sees in the talk of Navajo 
Frank more than appears on its face. 
“The Navajoes,” said Capt. Wetherhill, 
‘*have been restless for some time, and 
it would take little to make them 
break loose in earnest. Frank had 
doubtless been sent out by his chief to 
find out ail he could about the inten- 
tions of the white men.” 


TEN PERSONS DROWNED. 


A Distressing Holiday Accident at Syd- 
ney, New South Wales. 

Sypney, N. S. W., Dec. 27.—A sad ac- 
cident occurred here yesterday to a 
party of merrymakers, resulting in 
the death of ten of them. The owner 
of a yacht made up a party of his 
fri 1ds to take a sail, and twenty-three 
pers’ns accepted the invitation. All 
went well and everybody on board 
were enjoying themselves until the 
mouth of the harbor was reached.

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CLEVELAND'S DIFFICULTIES. 


Obstacles in the Way of Perfect Demo- 
cratic Unity. 

The newspapers inform us that Mr. 
Cleveland is yreatly worried by the 
pressure of democratic politicians, who 
are eager to commit him to their par- 
ticular schemes. He is said to be es- 
pecially annoyed by the persistence of 
the anti-snappers in their efforts to ar- 
ray him against “the Tammany 
crowd,” and it is intimated that if the 
pressure becomes too severe he may 
show his ugly side and break with the 
virtuous gentlemen who are undertak- 
ing torun him in furtherance of their 
personal revenges. 

It is not surprising that Mr. Cleve- 
land should resent the effort to control 
his action in these particulars. What- 
ever may be the fact as to his campaign 
pledges to the Tammany organization 
—and it is only fair to say that while 
on the one hand he is declared to have 
entered into positive engagements, it 
is, on the other hand, alleged with 
equalemphasis that no such pledges 
exist—it will obviously be very diffi- 
cult for him to steer between the Scyl- 
la and Charybdis of these contending 
influences. Then, too, Mr. Cleveland 
realizes more acutely than many of his 
advisers the difficulties which will con- 
front him and his party upon assuming 
control in all branches of the govern- 
ment. He has alreads expressed him- 
selfon this point with characteristic 
vandor. In some remarks at a recent 
dinner given in his honor, he said: 
“When f{ consider all that we have to 
do as a party charged with the control 
of the government, I feel that our cam- 
paign, instead of being concluded, is 
but just begun. If we sce nothing in 
our victory but a license to revel in 
partisan spoils we shall fail at every 
point. If we merely profess to enter 
upon onr work, and if we make appar- 
ent endeavor to do it a cover for seck- 
ing partisan advantage, we shall invite 
contempt and disgrace.” 

In these words Mr. Cleveland dis- 
closes the exact difficulties of the situa- 
tion in which he is placed. The great 
body of his followers construe the 
party victory merely as an opportunity 
to seize the spoils. Many of the lead- 
ers have no thought whatever, now 
that they have acquired power, of car- 
rying out the pledges made to the peo- 
ple on any of the subjects which were 
in issue in the recent canvass. On the 
other hand, there are some influential 
men inthe party who are intensely in 
earnest in their demand for the over- 
throw of the protective system, and 
will insist upon attacking it at once 
without regard to rhyme or reason. 
The president-elect understands this 
clearly and distinctly. He sees that it 
will require almost superhuman power 
to bring his party to a consistent per- 
formance of itsengagements, and that, 
with the dissensions which already 
exist as to some vital questions of pub- 
lic policy, no eoherent scheme of legis- 
tioncan be hoped for. Andif the party 
promises are not kept as to the tarrf 
and the currency, what then? 

Then, too, in addition to the trouble 
from these qvestions of policy, peril 
looms ominously in the agitation as to 
a special session of congress. It is not 
probable that such a session would be 
convened merely to take up the tariff 
and current issues. But the exigencies 
of the treasury may compel an extra 
session. ‘The largely increased appro- 
priations of the present democratic 
house have so exhausted the revenues 
that a deficit at the close of the pres- 
ent fiscal year seems now to be un- 
avoidable. Calculations, moreover, as 
to the reinoter future must be based 
on un¢ertainty. In the expectation of 
a reduced tariff, importers of foreign 
goods are likely to postpone their 
orders just as long as possible in order 
to secure the benefit of lower duties. 
lf this course shall be pursued, the 
revenues from imports during the next 
year may be seriously diminished. If, 
in obedience to this emergency, an ex- 
tra session shall be convened, can the 
more impulsive wing of the party be 
restrained from precipitating a. con- 
flict as to other issues, and so bring 
new perils upon the ruiing party? 

Mr. Cleveland’s anxiety as to the 
future is certainly justified by the facts 
of the situation. He speaks the simple 
truth when he says that the campaign 
of the successful party is only just be- 
gun. It will prove infinitely more dif- 
ficult to use wisely the victory achieved 
than it proved, in the peculiar state of 
public opinion, to acquire ascendancy 
in the government.—Harper’s Weekly.

we surrender; that will give increased work to 
foreign workmen upon products to be con- 
sumed by our people without diminishing the 
amount of work to be done here; that will en- 
able the American manufacturer to pay to his 
workmen from fifty to one hundred percent. 
more wages than is paid in the foreign mill, 
and yet to compete in our market and in foreign 
markets with the foreign producers; that will 
further reduce the cost of articles of wear and 
food without reducing the wages of those who 
produce them; that can be celebrated, after its 
effects have been realized as its expectation 
bas been, in European as well as American 
cities, the authors and promoters of it will be 
entitled to the highest praise.”’ 


The democrats must do something 
which will please everybody and harm 
no one, which will drive away poverty 
and banish discontent.

PARIS STIRRED. 


The Anarchists Are Believed to Be 
at Work Again. 





AN EXPLOSION OOCURRED 


And Officials Believe Another Reign of 
Terror Has Begun—The Panama 
Gcendal to Be Used as a 
Cloak to Work Under. 


Paris, Dec. 80.—An explosion at 1:30 
o’clock, a. m., in the hall leading to the 
suite of offices between‘the ground floor 
and the first story of the prefecture of 
police has caused a sensation. 

Nobody was hurt, but a good deal of 
mental disturbance prevails. Wiudows 
were broken and woodwork damaged, 
and a portion of the ceiling was knock- 
ed down. 

An [Investigation of the Premises 
by experts has led to the discovery that 
the explosion was undoubtedly the work 


of anarchists, who had placed there a 
bomb heavily charged with chlorate of 
powder. 

The result of the investigation has 
caused considerable excitement in offi- 
cial circles, where it is _ believed 
that the anarchists are taking advant- 
age of the confusion attendant upon 
the revelations of the Panama scandal 
have started to inaugurate 


A Peign of Terror 
similar to that which prevailed when 
Ravachol and his colleagues caused ex- 


plosions here, and many of the wealthy 
residents of the city hastily packed their 
household effects and took refuge in the 
country. 

The best detectives in Paris have been 
detailed on the case, and the arrest of 
anarchists, whether real culprits or not, 
are certain to follow. 


AN AMERICAN END. 





The Panama Scandal String Extends Clean 
Across the Pacific Ocean. 

New York, Dec. 30.—The World 

prints a story of 6,000 words saying 

there is an American end tothe Panama 


scandal; that $2,500,000 was sent to this 
country, and that no explanation has 
been given of what use was necessary 
or was made of this sum. 

It says that De Lesseps paid a visit to

FOUR ~ PERSONS 





And a Number of Pa:sengers Were In- 
jured by the Negligence of Em- 
ployes, Six of Whom 
Are Under Arregt. 





CHicaco, Dec. 80.—Four persons were 
killed and twice that number injured 
by the collision of a Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne engine with a heavily loaded 
street car at the junction of 17th street 
and Stewart avenue at 6:30 o’clock a, m. 

The engineer of the train and two 
watchmen at the crossing are under 
arrest, pending an investigation of the 
accident. 

The dead are: 

George Blaha, of Fifth and Loomis 
strcets. Two unknown men found un- 
der the tender of the engine, and an un- 
known woman who died in the patrol 
wagon on the way to Mercy hospital. 
Her name is supposed, from a card that 
was found in her pocket, to be N. Carson. 

All of the eight injured are suffering 
from broken limbs and severe internai 
injuries. Several of them will grobably 
die. 

The Accident Happened 
when the street car traffic was at it= 
heaviest, and cars were crowded to the 
doorways. Asthe car approached the 


Fort Wayne tracks an engine cam: 
backing down at the rate of about fif- 
teen miles an hour. The occupants 0! 
the engine cab did not see the car ap 
proaching the crossing, and on accoun‘ 
of a heavy coating of frost on the win- 
dows of the car the passengers did not 
see the engine bearing down upon them. 
The Engine Struck the Car 
and dragged ita distance of about 150 
yards. At every foot of the distance 
some injury was added to those inflict- 
ed when the engine first struck the car. 
As fast as the injured could be assist- 
ed out of the wreckage, they were re- 
moved in patrol wagons to Steuer hos- 
pital. A woman supposed to be Mrs. 
Carson, died on the way, and her desti- 
nation changed to the county morgue. 
The fireman of the engine that did the 
damage and Conductor O’Connor and 
Driver Stanley, of the street car, were 
also arrested. Engineer Grosscup, after 
his arrest, gave allthe information he 
could regarding the accident. As he 
neared the crossing he 


Heard the Fireman Cry ‘“‘Stop!’’ 
but he was unable todoso within so short 
a distance. His engine was funning 
about fifteen miles an hour when the 


accident occurred. John Allbright, one 
of the crossing guards arrested, is the 
same man whose carelessness at the 
same point several months ago, resulted 
in a similar accident, and the death of 
two persons and the injury of others. -

THE AMERICAN GIRL. 





A Woman Lecturer Describes the Young 
Femininity of This Country. 

“The All-Around American Girl” 
froved a most attractive subject for dis- 
cussion at the women’s headquarters in 
Mechanics’ building the other morning. 
A large audience had gathered in the 
cozy section of the great gallery, when 
Mrs. Ellen A. Richardson introduced 
Mrs. Kate Tannatt Woods, after briefly 
outlining the previous talks given dur- 
ing the fair, showing the advancement 
of women, “not only is there a call for 
skilled laborers in every direction,” 
said she, ‘“‘but earnest work isa talis- 
man which has power to convert the 
thoughtless, foolish trifler into the 
serious, reliable woman.” 

Mrs. Wcods’ paper was in part as fol- 
lows: ‘‘The average girl of to-day is a 
fountain of ideas; she sees for herself, 
thinks her own thoughts and expresses 
herself in concise and terse English. I 
never for a moment believed in the pos 
sibility of a Daisy Miller until I met her 
in a foreign land, and even then the 
1ype was so scarce and the style so un- 
usual that her own country women were 
quite as much surprised by her as were 
her foreign cousins. Ever since such 
weakling types and abnormal girls were 
first made conspicuous in fashionable 
novels, I have looked for them up and 
down the land. As yet I have never 
been able to discover these namby- 
pamby, sentimental, weak-minded girls, 
who utter society nothings and talk 
nonsense with all the glibness of well- 
trained parrots. I am convinced that 
this type of girl in America is in the 
minority, and a very small minority at 
that. 

“Our departments at Washington are 
filled with noble women whose social 
records have been the delight of the 
fashionable world; and it is a tribute 
not only to America, but to all woman- 
hood, that these sharp reverses are 
borne without e@ murmur. Financial 
failure frequently shipwrecks a man, 
but the American woman seizes the 
oars and beats on against wind and 
tide. In all the wide world our woman 
has no peer. She may be frivolous at 
sixteen, but later years finds her a 
faithful wife and mother, with a queen- 
ly soul, who ‘sees on heights beyond 
nore work to do.’ 

‘The all-around American girl is re- 
spectful and obedient. She never pre- 
tends to dictate to her elders, to criti- 
cize her mother’s dress, speech or ac- 
quirements. It isenough that she is 
her mother and therefore sacred. She 
believes devoutly in the gospel of good 
health, and knows it can never be found 
by indulgence in late hours, exposure 
in dress or by irregular diet. She never 
tglks of her nerves. She is cheerful by 
nature; thoughtful because it is her 
duty to think of others before herself; 
unselfish on principle, and industrious 
because werk is a divine law and the 
entire creation resounds with the an- 
them of labor. She conquers great 
things by being attentive to little ones. 
She does not boast of her ignorance 
concerning domestic science, because it 
is not only a duty but a pleasure to 
keep the human machine in order, if 
we would use it perfectly and harmo- 
niously. She ‘looketh well to the ways 
of her household,’ or her mother’s until 
she has one of her own. She is truth- 
ful because it is right to be so. She is 
modest; neither too shy nor overbold. 
It is her place to hold the standard of 
womanly dignity high, otherwise men 
would never do so for her. All her 
studies, works, amusements and aims 
tend to develop the womanly power 
which is daily becoming a greater force 
in the world. She recognizes even in 
her youth that character building must 
begin with the individual, and work out- 
ward and upward through the family 
relation into national strength. 

“The all-around girl is always a 
‘mother-firl,’ for even when bereft and 
feeling what Mrs Browning describes 
as ‘the mother-want about the world,’ 
she generally creeps into some good 
woman’s heart and profits through her 
experience and loving counsel. She is 
affectionate, for love in one form or 
another moves the world, and there 
never was a woman s0 strong and so 
self-poised as to do without the loving 
tenderness of some loyal heart. She is 
never a flirt or coquette who makes a 
pretense of love. She is genial, kind, 
witty and vivacious, but she draws the 
line sharply between sportive jest 
and mocking of things sacred. Wom- 
anly honor is safe in her hands; she is 
perfectly happy in her home, useful, 
joyous and helpful, without the com- 
panionship, if need be, of the other sex. 
She never longs to be a man, for she 
knows itis the grandest thing in the 
world to be a good woman. She never 
depreciates or denounces men, for she 
fully comprehends the fact that if clear- 
headed and noble-hearted they are her 
best helpers. Louise Alcott once said 
tome: ‘It takes three women to carry 
one man from the cradle to the grave— 
his mother, the mother who raised a 
wife for him and the wife.’ I replied 
that it needed four in most cases, since 
daughters so often do loyal service for 
fathers. 

“The all-around girl is repelled by 
untrue men; her instincts of self-pro- 
tection are a great safeguard, and she 
does not permit sentiment to outstrip 
reason. The woman’s temple at Chica- 
go is a monument to her skiil, tact, 
business ability and perseverance. The 
men who scoffed at the plan now ad- 
mire the result, and mourn because 
they are not stockholders. The world 
is before the American women; the pro- 
fessions are hers to choose from, and 
college doors stand wide.” In closing 

{rs. Woods spoke earnestly of coilege 
girls who go down to the wretchedness 
of crowed cities to labor for others. —

A WOMAN PUBLISHER. 


The Success Dr. Alice B. Stockham, of 
Chicago, Has Made. 

The book publishing business was 
one of the first to be entered by women 
when they began their advancement 
into the lines of business formerly car- 
riel on exclusively by men. Chicago 
has many successful women publishers, 
but none better known than Dr. Alice 
B. Stockham, a distinguished physi- 
cian, author and publisher. Dr Stock- 
ham was born of quaker parents in 
New England. When but three years 
old her parents emigrated to Michigan 
where they livedin alittle log cabin 
among the Indians.) Her parents were 
already interested in the artof healing, 
having adopted -the Thompsonian 
method, and soon were treating their 
neighbors for miles around. When 
Alice was fourteen years of age hydro- 
pathy became the rage and, her parents 
espousing it, the young girl became 
greatly interested init. Advantages of 
education had been very limited through 
her earlier years, but she was sent to 
Olivet college, where she paid her way 
by working nifhts and mornings and 
teaching during vacations. At the age 
of eighteen she met Emma R. Coe, a 
lady lawyer. Not liking school teach- 
ing asa profession, she asked Mrs. Coe’s 
advice as to what she should take up. 

“Why not study medicine?” asked 
Mrs. Coe; ‘“tyou remind me of Dr. Har- 
riet K. Hunt, in Boston, who is success- 
ful.” 

Others advised the same thing and 
two years afterward the young woman 
found herself in the Eclectic college in 
Cincinnati, the only medical college 
then admitting women. At the age of 
twenty-three she was married to a phy- 
sician and the two practiced medicine 
together for many year. Then she was 
induced to write the book which has 
since made her famous, “‘Tokology: A 
Book for Every Woman.” She was not 
satisfied to allow the publishers to reap 
the lion’s share of the profits, so she de- 
cided to be the lion herself. In six 
years she has built the Sanitary Pub- 
lishing house, which does a large busi- 
ness and employs many hands. 

Like her parents Dr. Stockham has 
always been interested in philanthropy 
and since she has acquired Wealth has 
been a leader in several benevolent en- 
terprises. The cause of the kindergar- 
ten has been very near her heart and 
for a long time she sustained a free kin- 
dergarten in this city.—Chicago Post.
